Private homes are being thrown open to 
Visitors who cannot secure hotel accom- 
modations. 

Bucieties connected with the various 
@hurches have arranged to serve meals reg- 
UWlarly in the church buildings throughout 
the convention. 

All the rooms at the Madison House, the 
leading hotel, were reserved more than a 
week ago. Nearly all the other hotels are 
filled. Rooms in many of the private resi- 
Gences have been reserved for the past 
week. 

The business men of Jefferson City are 
G@live to the situation. They have appointed 
@& committee, headed by Fred Church and 
Henry Andrae, to see that sleeping quarters 
are secured for all the city’s guests. The 
Oommercial Club, headed by President Her- 
man Bruns, a prominent manufacturer, is 
aiding in this work. 


GUESTS MUST DOUBLE UP. 


Tne women are aiding in the work. Many 
eof Jefferson's housewives are giving up 
their choicest rooms to the committee. Like 
the men, they wish the visitors to go away 
feeling that the residents have done all 
possible to make their stay pleasant. The 
women will also contribute their services 
to the various churches which wil) serve 
meals. The price will be, at some-of the 
churches at least, 3 cents a meal. 

It is estimated that there will be 6000 
visitors in Jefferson City during the week. 
The demand for railroad passes has been 
unprecedented. 

There are only 13,000 persons in Jefferson 
City. and the number and size of the dwell- 
ings liere is not sufficient to furnish each 
Visitor with a room for hireelf. 

Nearly every room rented is for two per- 

6, and in many cases four cots are 
in one room. The prevailing rate for 
Cots is $1 a night. 

Not all the visitors will sleep on cots, 
three or four in a room, however. 

It is announced that the Washing- 
ton avenue merchants of S&S. Louls 
and the other business men who 
have been supplying much of the 
funds for the Foik campaign will make the 
journey in a private car, leaving St. Louis 
Monday morning. They have arranged, it 
je said, to sleep and dine in the car.

At convention time in 
there are two places where 
gather. One is the capitol when 
vention is in session. The other 
Madison, where the atmosphere 
with cigar smoke, delegates, 
and political rumors before 
every session. 

They are only a few blocks apart, and 
the jack of street cars will thorefore 
eeause the visitors little inconvenience. 
The convention will be held itn the hall 
of the House of Representatives. It is on 
the second floor of the capitol, in the north 
wing, overlooking the muddy Missouri and 

\ the tracks of Col. Phelps’ railroad. 
During legislative sessions the convention 

hall contains seats and desks for 142 rep- 
resentatives. The desks have been removed 
and enough chairs will be substituted to 
acoommodaie the delegates. They are 710 
in number. 

The large number of delegates wil! limit 
the number of spectators that can be ad- 
mitted. None will be allowed on the floor. 
They may stand back of the railing in the 
rear of the seats or in the small gallery 
in the back of the hall or in the aisles 
along the sides of the auditorium. It is 
thought that 1200 persors can be accom- 
modated im this space. Admission will be 
by ticket. The stato committee will super- 
fotend the ticket distribution.

The next fight after the selection of the 
temporary chairman will be in the com- 
mittee on credentials. 

All Jefferson City is interested in the 
outc#@me of the contests for the vontrol 
of the St. Louis delegation before this 
ccmmittee. It is reported that it nay 
delay the convention a whole day, pussibly 
two days. This means that many Jeffer- 
son City families will make more money 
and must wait that much longer to enjoy 
exclusive possession of their homes. 

Mr. Folk’s campaign manager in St. 
Louis has announced that 90 of Mr. Hawes’ 
lli delegates will be contested. Word has 
reached here that the Folk campuign bu- 
reau has secured almost 1000 affidavits in 
support of charges of alleged fraud in the 
election of these 90 delegates. 

Mr. Hawes, it is reported, will also bring 
up a trunk full of counter affidavits. 

All affidavits presented must be read bv 
the committee, and unless there is some 
kind of a compromise, the session of che 
committee is certain to be long drawn out 

The credentials committee will have oth- 
er contests to hear besides those from S8t. 
Louis. All the contests are filed by the 
Folk forces. They are contesting Reed's 2) 
delegates from Joplin, his 5 from Clinton 
and his 3 from New Madrid.

He started 
out early to secure instructions, and got 
them despite the opposition of the party 
leaders. James A. Reed, then mayor of 
Kansas City, had already begun a canvass 
for the nomination. Harry B. Hawes of St. 
Louls became a candidate in an effort to 
head off the tide of votes to Folk. Before 
a few months passed it was the field 
against Folk.

Under an agreement between the Folk | 
and Hawes forces, there was no contest in | 
seven South St. Louis wards, Folk getiing| 
10 votes from them and Hawes 12. In a few 
oiher wards Folk did not contest. There! 
were contests in about twenty wards. in all 
of which the Hawes‘delegates secured the 
certificates.’ Nearly al! of these delegates 
are now being contested by the Folk forces. 
The charges, in general, on which they are 
based are that the Hawes men voted Re- 
publicans, dead men, fictitious names and 
used repeaters at will. Hawes men ridicule 
the claims and say that Folk never had a 
chance to carry any ward but the Twenty- 
eighth. It was in this ward that the most 
serious trouble occurred at the primaries,

EL PASO, Tex., July 16—Eight hundred 
miles from. any city of a sige commensurate 
with its own, the center of a desert radiat- 


on the boundaries of two states, one terri- 
tory and two republics, is the Monte Carlo 
of the United States. 

In no city of similar population—in fact, 
nowhere else in this country, save in small 
western villages and mining camps—is 
wide-open gambling permitted as it is in 
i] Paso, Tex., ‘‘The Pass'’ from the deserts 
of western Texas and the sun-scorched val- 
ley of southern New Mexico to the equally 
barren ranges of yellow mountains and 
thirsty valleys which form the northern 
portion of President Diaz's republic. Per- 
haps in some of the larger cities and at a 
few of the gayer pleasure resorts more 
money changes hands under the laws of the 
god of chance at certain periods, at least 
in racetrack wagering, but the original 
sport in El Paso is constant, continuous 
and uncurbed. 


Stringent Laws Have No Effect. 

And this in-a state whose laws relative 
to gambling are more stringent and more 
rigidly enforced than in any other common- 
wealth of the union But El Paso is only 
technically a city of its state. It lies 00 
miles journey across an arid waste from 
Texas proper, and is a community in it- 
self. 

A glance at the map will 
that it is the most isolated municipality in 


“free zone,”’

which separate ‘‘The Pass" from the order- 
ly regions of eastern Texas. 


Large Sums at Stake. 
More than $29,000,000 passes over the gam- 
bling tables of El 


daily for every citizen, 


what is spent in private gambling games. 
But there is no need of a citizen of El 
luck in private. There are 9% wide-open 
the customs house. 

In the suburbs and just across the Rio 
Grande at Juarez, Mexico, there are 44 more 
houses where gambling is the principal di- 
versions. These 14 resorts conduct open 
games of poker, roulette, Mexican monte, 
faro, keno, dice—commonly called craps— 
and various others. They are open all day 
and every day, 2 hours a day and seven 
days a week. There is an average of four 
games in progress continually in each place, 
or a total of 560 games simultaneously and 
constantly in operation. 


Its Great Business. 

The amount of table gambling in El Paso 
is 16 times greater than the total dry goods 
business, both wholesale and retail. More- 
over, tt is conducted entirely on a cash 
basis, and nane of it in promissory notes or 
in other linea of trade. 

In the gambling houses of the city proper 
there are 40 employes who operate the 
various games, and these do not include 
porters and other attendants. The average 
salary of the operators of tables and ma- 
chines is % a day, making a total daily 
expenditure for salaries alone of $2300, al- 
most a million yearly. 

One-third of a million is annually ex- 
pended for rents. With four exceptions these 
94 gambling houses have bars attached, and 
the total investment in bar and gambling 
fixtures aggregates over a million dollars, 
many times greater than that of any other 
combined business in the town, except 
smelting, for El Paso boasts the greatest 
smelter in the southwest. 

In spite of the great sum of money in- 
vested. there are only a few games in BH! 
Paso able to stand great losses and con- 


000 In a eingle day would cause the vast 
majority of proprietors to put up their 
shutters, at least temporarily. 

Such, an occurrence, however, does not 
often befall. This business—for it is a busi- 
ness rather than a gport—has been phenom- 
enal from the start, and few games close 
each year from lack of funds. The six 
strongest houses carry from $8000 to $20.000 
in cash on hand, as well as commensurate 
deposits in the banks. 


The Plunging Miner Dangerous. 

The most dangerous man to gambling 
house intereste is the plunger from the 
cow country or the mining camp. With 
a year’s pay, or perhaps the proceeds of 
a lucky strike, all in gold in a money- 
belt or pouch, he comes to town for 
his periodical “good time’’—expreseed by 
himself more picturesquely and also more 
profanely. He plays heavily, and if luck 
is with him, soon makes a “killing.’’ 

Should he quit with his winnings at 
this stage of the game the house is out 
a big sum. But, fortunately for the 
business man behind the table, this good- 
hearted fellow is usually a ‘“‘true sport.”’ 
He delights in being game, and it is a 
rare thing for him to ride back to the 
camp*or corral burdened otherwise than 
by an empty belt and a heavy load of 
liquid refreshment. 

But the occasional visit of men with big 
rolis could hardly suffice to support the 
proprietors of 140 establishments in ease 
and effluence. “How do sw many exist, 
not to gay prosper?’ was asked of the 
bright young city editor of one of the even- 
ing papers. He was as mild-mannered as 
any newspaper man could possibly be.

No Dives or Low-Class Resorts. 
ki Paso has no dives or low class re- 
sorts of the kind which prevall in the cities 
of the East and the middle West, where 
open gambling is restricted or done away 
with entirely. There it is as much a iegit- 
imate business as any branch of trade or 
industry. 

The houses are on the principal streets 
of the town and conducted by men 
thoroughly responsible in business affairs. 
Unlike most places of gambling conduct- 


jed secretly and in fear of the law, the 


resorts are all *‘on the square,”’ to use the 
pariance of green-cloth patrons. 

The games are guarded and ingpected by 
the authorities and none can be run on 
other than what they decide to be a legi- 
timate basis. It is a time-honored and uc- 
cépted institution. 

Again, because the Sambler is honest in 
the commercial sense of the term, pays his 
debts, is liberal] in his contributions to 
chruches, charities, and municipal ai‘uirs, 
he moves in a different atmosphere from 
that which surrounds the table ogerator 
elsewhere in the United States. 


The history of gambling in El Paso with- 
in recent years is marked by few tragedies.

Col. Ryan’s Famous Place. 


Col. Cy Ryan, who died about a year 
ago, was a type of the men who have had 
much to do with the prevention of cru- 
sades against gambling. Although he was 
known throughout the Southwest as “The 
Prince of Gamblers,” he was orderly, pub- 
lic-spirited and progressive. His place, 
the Astor House, which is atil] running, 
was utilized by Frederic Remington in one 
of his frontier drawin of early days, 
when El Paso was mainly an adobe village 
and the Astor was the finest bulding on 
the town plat. lt is also the scene of one 
of George Ade's fables. 

Like Col. Ryan, nearly all the profes- 
sional gamblers of El Paso live well and 
dress well, are quiet in deportment, orderly 
and sober. They know that a drunken 
orem 9 cannot play successfully, and so- 

riety is exacted of employes as rigidly as 
in the railway service. They contribute 
entertainment fun and by their liberal- 
ity and invariable decorum make friends 
even among those who do not patronize 
their houses. 

Under present conditions it will take more 
than a law on the statute books of Texas 
to close the doors behind which is operated 
the leading industry of the capital of the 
“free zone.”

After worrying nine months over the fact 
that he knew he had taken that which 
belonged to another, and that it would be 
impossible for bim to remain long without 
being detected, Robert B. Taylor, until a 
few weeks ago a trusted clerk in the Citi- 
zens’ Central National Bank of New York 
City, who has confessed to stealing un- 
signed bank notes to the amount of $6270, 
is today a prisoner in the 8t. Louis jail, 
* the penitentiary staring him in the 
face and knowing that he cannot escape its 
dark and dismal walls. 


He is still young—not quite 45 years vld 
—yet he has the appearance of a man of 6. 


He has not the elastic step and the 
bright eye of youth that he.had a year 
ago. 

His eyes swollen and red, his cheeks hol- 
low and his chest sunken, he sits today on 
his bunk in a cell, a broken-hearted man, 
with full time to think over fully ali that 
has taken place within the last year. 

Not that he has not thought of it time 
and time again, because those vm mange 
are responsible for his forlorn appearanc 
He is bfoken in health, in mind and in 
body. 

He knows that he is disgraced forever, 
and that he cannot again look his fellow- 
men in the eye. 


Pangs of Remorse 
Are Unavaiiing. 


Those thoughts cause more of the bitter 
pangs of remorse than do the steel bars 
of the penitentiary, which stand immov- 
able before his eyes the entire day and 
the whole night through. 

He cannot close his eyes 
cause those bars force themselves 
and deeper into his very thought. 

They might as well be sharpened to neée- 
dle points, heated burning hot and thrust 
into his body. They could then cause no 
more pein than as they are. Yet he minds 
them not compared to the Whoughts of his 
disgrace, the disgrace he has brought upon 
his family and friends. 

For 3 years Taylor had been employed 
by this bank. For % years each day he 
handled thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars, but there never came to him a thought 
that he might convert one cent of it to his 
own use. ' 

The idea of appropriating to his private 
use that which belonged to another was far 
from the thoughts of this man, who be- 
ieves that he eventually became a money- 
maniac—who was devoting his days ex- 
clusively to his employer's business and the 
night to additional enterprises of his own, 
that he might be able to take home to his 
family a little more money at the end of 
each month. 

Then. as now, he was thinking of his 
family, although the thoughts are Widely 
different. 

He knew that his four children must be 
educated, and that his salary as a bank 
clerk was far too small to give them the 
education they desired and which he 
wanted them to have. 

Consequently, instead of. spending his 
nights sleeping, \that he might be prepared 
for the duties which would confront him 
on the following day, he sought other means 
of making money. He worked often far in- 
to the morning examining the books and 
accounts of others, as an expert account- 
ant.

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He did not give it a moment's rest. 

When he would finally close his eyes for 
a few hours sleep, he still retained in his 
head columns and columns of figures and 
hundreds of business matters. Often he 
was the first man at his desk in the morn- 
ing and often the last to leave at night. 
More and more he was trusted and more 
and more was fhe work, which demanded 
the closest attention, thrust upon him. 

For years and years he worked thus, day 
and night, but finally his health broke 
down under the strain until, he says, he 
became a nervous wreck, which he certain- 
ly now appears to be.

Many and many a time I have gone to

And I am a thief, though I swear by

I hope that you will believe me when I 
say that there is nothing In all this broad 
land which could induce me to take any- 
thing which belonged to another, if I was 
in my — mind.

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NEGRO PROBLEM 


Some Whites and Blacks Are Getting 
Together in an Effort for 
Public Benefit. 


IDLENESS GREATEST OF EVILS 


Roosevelt’s Course a Retarding Influ- 
ence of the Upbuilding of the 
Colored Race. 


MONTGOMERY, July 16.—At no time 


since the solution of the negro question be- 
came a serious matter in the South has 
there been so much common sense applied 
to the effort to bring it about as now. AS 
& consequence more progress is being made 
toward a betterment of the race than at 
any period in the history of the country. 
White men and black are working in entire 
harmony, and practical results are becom- 
ing more and more evident as the days 
go by. 

A short time ago a well-to-do negro who 
lives near Tuskaloosa offered to his race in 
the state 1% acres of ground to be used as 
a reformatory for young negro criminals if 
those interested would provide a plan to put 
it into practical use. Booker T. Washing- 
ton and W. R. Pettiford, a well-known 
negro banker of RKirmingham, interested 
themselves in the matter and have been 
trying to enthuse the negroes to the point 
of getting up money enough to build needed 
houses and equip them, secure teachers and 
provide such other things as would be 
needed to give the young boye and girls 
who come under the ban of the law chances 
to become better morally and to acquire 
useful trades by which they may earn 
honest livings when they are set free. 


State Is Helping. 
About this time, however, Acting- 
Governor Dr. R. M. Cunningham called 
into consultation the board of convict 


inspectors, with a view of establishing 
a reformatory for young negro con- 
victs. As a result of this conference 
the convict board will. establish at 
Speigner’s a reformatory department in 


whic he negro criminals will be 
graced and have it ready for service by 
ug. 1. 


Because of the Speigner movement 
Booker Washington and his assoeiates 
feared that the two interests might con- 
flict to the disadvantage of both, and 
they came before the state convict 
board to ask advice of and offer every 
assistance possible to the officials of the 
commonwealth. Mr. Washington in- 
formed the president of the board, Judge 
J. . Carmichael, that he and his 
friends wished to do nothing that would 
conflict with any movement contemplat- 
ed by the state, but that on the. con- 
trary they stood ready to serve in any 
way the board might suggest. Presi- 
dent Carmichael expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with the attitude of the 
speaker and his friends. and said: “Do 
not abandon the work done at Tuska- 
loose. Perfect the —s for not only 
that place, but for the others you have 
mentioned, nd it is possible that in 
the course of time the state will extend 
aid in substantial way, though I do not 
promise this just now.” 

This conference, in most eloquent way, 
Illustrates the desire that is general 
among the oitizens of the state to better 
the condition of the negro. Judge N. B. 
Feagin of the Inferior Criminal! Court of 
Birmingham began some time ago a ‘“‘farm- 
out’ pian of reformation that has worked 
well and out of which ew the Tuscaloosa 
enterprise above mentioned. Every negro 
under 16 years Of age who comes before 
him is sent to the country, being hired 
to some farmer of good character, who is 
required to report each week, on a blank 
furnished, the conduct of the isoner. 
The farmer agrees instruot his charge in 
useful knowledge, and, if possible, to send 
him to school. Some of the boys thus sent 
away become industrious and reliable. A 
considerable number, however, are not 
benefited. These either escape and go 
back to*old haunts or are returned to 
the custody of the court as unmanage- 
able. They are then regarded as beyond 
the reformatory reach of the court end 
sent to the rockpile with heavy sentences 


To Meet the Emergency. 

All believe that the facilities of the state 
at Speigner’s will meet the emergency. The 
man at the head of the institution will be 
required to teach the young negroes to 
work, to study books and to reverence 


their Creator. In the language of Gov. 
Cunningham: ‘““We want for the place not 
only a good overseer and competent teach- 
er, Dut a man who can inspire those under 
ay, care with hi ideals of life.’’ 

ork will be the keynote of the man- 
agerial schedule at may hy Experience 
has demonstrated that this is the only safe 
foundation upon which to base reformatory 
efforts. 

Judge Carmichael says there are not any 
negro boys from the country in the prisons 
of the state, but that there are scores from 
the towns, where idleness is prevalent al! 
the year around. This doctrine of service 
is to be emp zed from now on in all work 
for the negro. The busy man is usually « 

od citizen, and the state propos& to do 
ts rt in keeping everybody, white and 
black, on the move in some way. 


Roosevelt’s Retarding Influence. 


The most serious retarding influence to 
the upbuilding of the negro just now is 
the President of the United States. Every 
time he has had an opportunity he has 
élevated the negro on a false basis. FPan- 
dering to the doubtful states where the 
colored vote is likely to form the balance 


of power, Mr. Roosevelt has lost no oppor- 
pen 7s A to show to the negro that In any 
polit cal controversy between a negro and 
a white man he will g£O againet the latter. 
This has-to a great extent blocked the 


efforts of avecy negro educator of prom- 
inence and activity in the South. hese 
teachers try to impress the merit idea 


all the time. They tell the negro if he 
is to own a house and lot he must work 
for it. The state laws stipulate that 
every man who votes must be able to 
read and write or own $300 worth of 
property. The real friends of the negro 
tell] him that he must meet these con- 
ditions, not lie upon his back and cry 
about disfranchisement when the ballot 
is within such easy reach. 

Though few of the negroes Gow meet 
the franchise requirements, Mr. Roose- 
velt insists that all of them shall have 
the same rights in the Republican party 
the white man has, notwithstanding a 
large majority of the white Republicans 
of the South have expressed themselves 
otherwise. 

The result of all this is that the negro 
becomes confused. His true friends tel] him 
that he must work and merit rec ition 
and respect; demagogues assert that he is 
being robbed and abused, and he is. as a 
matter of fact, “between the dévil and the 
deep sea.” For this reason he should be 
deait with patiently. No man of the South 
really resents the appreciation shown Book- 
er Washington by the President and other 
prominent men, though for Mrs. Washing-

M. Michael Lagrave, French Commis- 
sioner, Has Resigned and Will 
Not Return. 


M. PICARD HIS SUCCESSOR. 


Charges of Complicity in Alleged 
Bribery Made in Connection 
With Monastic Legislation. 


A cablegram received yesterday afternoon 
from Paris announced that M. Michel La 
Grave, commissioner-general of France to 
the Fair, had resigned, and that M. Picard, 
com joner-general of the Paris Exposi- 
tion, had been appointed in his place. 

This was in iine with announcements 
made recently by the Post-Dispatch that 
bis resignation was about to be tendered 
on account of charges against him in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. 

M. La Grave was on the ocean, on his 
way back to France, when charges were 
made in the chamber that he had acted 
as an intermediar) for the Carthusian 
monks, who, it was alleged, had tried to 
prevent the passage of legislation termi- 
nating their occupancy of certain lands. 

As soon as M. La Grave reached Paris 
he made emphatic denial of the charges, 
but shortly after it was persistently atated 


that he had resigned or was about to. 
La Grave cut a very wide swath in 
Fair social affairs, entertainl: frequently 
and iavishly and keeping rather steadily 
in the public eye in every legitimate way. 
At the French pavilion incredulity is ex- 
pressed because M. Picard 1s consul of 
state, an office similar to secretary of 
state in this country, and it was deemed 
improbable that he would quit such an 
office to become commissioner-general to

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LOOMIS’ BROTHER 
TO VERIFY IDENTITY 


Relatives Believe Body Found Near 
Plymouth Is That of Missing 
Man—<Accident Theory. 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Loomis has not yet had 
confirmation of the press reports concern- 
ing the finding of the body of his brother, 
F. Kent, near Plymouth, England He as- 
sumes that the body washed ashore at 
Thuristone is that of the missing man. 
Acting upon that assumption he called to 
Consul-General Evans at London, asking 
him to make sure of the identification. 
When he is satisfied that the body is that 
of his brother, Mr. Evans is to ship it to 
the home of the widow at Parkersburg, 
W. Va. 

In order that the consul-genera] may not 
make a mistake, Mr. Loomis wired Mr. 
Evans the number of his brother's watch 
and other data that will make an error 
impossible. 

Aciung Secretary Loomis has had a theory 
as to the cause of his brother's disappear- 
anve ever since he went to New York to 
examine the Kaiser Wilhelm II. The off 
cers of the ship showed him where his 
brother had been in the habit of sitting on 
deck. His place was near the passageway 
leading to an upper deck around which 
there was a low railing. At one place on 
this rail it was possible for a man to step 
over without trouble. 

Mr. Loomis figures that his brother, never 
having becn abroad, arose early, if he did 
not remain on deck all night, so as to catch 
a glimpse of the land early in the morning. 
He suspects that the young man, in his 
eagerness to see better, stepped over the 
rail and was thrown from the narrow foot- 
ing when the course of the ship was 
changed. 

The acting secretary is not inclined to 
favorably regard any of the theories which 
Lint at the commission of a crime. There 
is not the slightest reason for suspecting 
suicide. On the contrary, everything con- 
cerning him was of a character to make 
him desire to live.

STORMS COLLIDED

The 
tempest descended and in less than ten sec- 
opds a tremendous wind had raked. the 
ground flat. The area of devastation was 
300 yards wide by half a mile long.

“At this station red kaffir corn, planted 
June 19, 1908, fully matured tin 110 days. 
Planted as late as July 15, there would be 
little hope of fully maturing the grain be- 
fore frost in this part of the state, but 


doubtless the crop would mature sufficient- 
ly to make some @rain.and a good quality 
of fodder. Kaffir corn is not injured by 
light frosts, but wiil sometimes continue 
green and growing late into the fall, and on 
this account it is possible for it to mature 
later than corn. 

‘Early yellow soy beans, planted at this 
station last season on June 15, matured in 
69 days. If this erop can be planted in the 
central and southern parts of the state In a 
good seed bed by July 15 it may mature a 
crop of beans before hard frosts. Cow peas 
may be planted in July for fora 
there are no varieties which are likely to 
mature planted at #o late a Gate. 

“The common Siberian and Hungarian 
varioties of mfllet will mature sufficiently 
to make good hay tn @# days after 
planting. and may be sown for forage as 
late eas Aug. 1. The German variety 
requires a little longer to mature for hay 
than the varieties named above, but In the 
trial made at this~- station lest season 
the last named variety gave the largest 
yield of fodder. 

"To produce abundance of forage for 
stock no better crops can be planted than 
cane of Kaffir corn. seeded broadcast or 
{n close drilis, sowing at the rate of sev- 
entv to eighty unds of good seed to 
the acre. At the station (sowed) cane 
niented June 24 yield 7.7 tons of cured 
fodder to the acre. Kaffir corn gave a 
yield of more thar six tons. Cane makes 

erhans a little better auvality of fodder 
han kaffir corn. Seeded thickly. the stalks 
grow fine and make fodder of better oua}- 
ity, which cures out quicker and more fully 
than does the coarser fodder produced by 
thinner planting.

ESOPUS, N. Y., July 16.—Judge Parker 
astonished all the reporters at the regular 
afternoon session today by giving out his 
second authorized interview for publica- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A house termed 
topsy-turvey by a cyclone could not be in 
a worse condition than are some of the 
affairs of the Roosevelt administration. To 
set his house in order is the purpose of 
the President in providing for a special 
cabinet meeting early in August.

Up to this time more than 500,000 copies 
of a speech delivered in the House Dy 
Claude Kitchen of North Carolina have 
been sent out, and an order is at the print- 
er for 200,000 additional copies. Accom- 
panying this speech are extracis from ad- 
dresses made in the House by Fitzgerald of 
New York and Patterson of Tennessee. 
Both made personal allusions to the Presi- 


dent. 

The publication containing extracts from 
Kitchen, Fitzgerald and Patterson is desig- 
nated as pamphlet No. 6 On the cover, in 
red ink, are these sentences: 

“{t 18 @ marvel that any party should 
offer as a candidate for the presidency a 
man who has so viciously traduced 
character of the best type of American 
citizenship.’’—huitchen. 

The other reads: ‘“‘There is an almost 
universal belief, even among its friends, 
that the present administration is domin- 
ated by an unsafe man.’’—Fitzgerald.

Delancy Nicoll, Who Led the Bolt in 
Empire State, Says Victory Is Made 
Certain by the Return: of the 
Bolters.

NEW YORK, July i6.—John J. Carlisle, 
formerly senator and representative from 
Kentucky, and one of Mr. Cleveland’s sec- 
retaries of the treasury, has. announced 
that he will take the stump for Judge 
Parker. 

He regards the present situation in the 
Democratic party as a complete vindica. 
tion of the gold money course pursued by 
Mr. Cleveland and himself. 

Mr. Carlisle is relied upon by the Demo- 
crats to make an effective answer to Elihu 
Root’s able speech for the Republican side 
of the question, and the announcement, 
made today, that he is going to take the 
stump, was hailed with pleasure.

KNOAVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—At the 
meeting of the trustees of the University of 
Tennessee, July 22, which will be an ad- 
jJourned meeting, Dr. C. Alphonso Smith, 
who nas been elected to the presidency of 
the institution, will formally decline the 
place. He has given out a statement in 
which he assigns his reasons for so doing 
as follows: 

“It was a call] that touched my ambition 
in many ways—a call that appealed pro- 
foundly to me. But after spending three 
days on the grounds studying the problem 
at first hand I came to the conclusion that 
my duty for the present lies with the Uni 
versity of North Carolina. The University 
of Tennessee is in fine shape and has be- 
fore it a future of great expansion and use- 
fulness.”’ 

At the mecting of the trustees, a letter 
will be read from Dr. Smith which will be 
his formal declination of the honor. What 
the board will then do ts conjectural. When 
the selection was made of Dr. Smith, it 


was not thought that there would be any 
duubt of his acceptance. His eminent 
echolarship, his fitness In every respect for 
the position and his being conversant with 
a.Tairs’ of the University of Tennessee in 
every respect, at once caused the selection 
on the part of the board to be popular, and 
his coming to the university was antici- 
pated with great pleasure. When he 
reached the city last Friday to remain a 
few days investigating cond'‘tions at the 
institution he was given a cordial welcome 
and not until he left was it thought that 
he would decline, and then a tacit state- 
meri from him left the Impression with a 
few that he would not accept the position. 
But it even then was thought that he might 
forego his partial determination in thts re- 
gard, and that when the time came he 
would accept the position proffered.

TOKIO, May 0.—Yesterday a naval 
funeral was held tn honor of the dead 
of the lost Hatsuse and Yoshino. The cor- 
tege was a mile long. Six gun carriages, 
each with a nineé-pounder trailing behind, 
bore black draped caskets hung with ‘“go- 
hei less than half the size of an_ ordinary 
coffin. Bach carriage, was drawn with 
ropes by a squad of biue jackets from Yo 
kosuka. 

A colmun of sallors, with sloped rifies, 
preceded the prdcession, a squad followed 
carrying “‘Bakaka’’ trees, the tree sacred 
to the Shintoist; another squad carried 
dangling flaglets of red and white lancers’ 
pennants at the top of tall bamboos; etill 
another squad held long streamers of 
white, with ideographs done in black, to 
tell of the national mourning. 

A naval band played slowly and mourn- 
fully the funeral marches of Beethoven 
and Chopin, and the sailors swung on with 
solemn tread in keeping with the solemn- 
ity of the occasion. Shinto priests in car 
riages and jinrikishas followedthe guna, 
and the caskets they bore, relatives and 
friends of those who were lost walked be 
hind, and escorting columns of naval c@ 
dets, several thousand strong, each squad 
headed by the national flag draped with 
crepe, marched behind. 
oolies carried monster banners of blue 
inscribed with Japanese characters in 
white, which read: “Japan mourns her 
dead."’ 


Streets Were Lined 


With Silent Persons. 

The procession wound through stréets 
lined with silent people, from the neval 
club at Tsukiji to Aoyama, where six open 
graves awaited. At the entrance to the

Port Arthur Fleet, Acording to Doubt- 
ful Russian Rumor, Has Bombarded 


Kai-Chou and Trapped the Jap 
Transports at New-Chwang. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 16.—The Jap- 
anese are continuing to.ativance on Tat- 
chekiao, following a scientific plan and en- 
trenching their positions as they move 


forward. . 

They appear to be takig extra precautions 
in the case of Tatchekiao, on account of 
their knowledge that Gen. Kuropatkin Is 


there personally. 

According to a dispatch frora Lieutenant- 
General Sakharoff, dated July 15, and given 
out today, the wings of Gens. Oku's and 
Nodzu's armies have joined at Tangehi, ten 
miles southeost. of Tatchekiao. 

The Japanese are also reported to have 
occupied the fortifications at Pintzau, about 
seven miles north of Kaichou, and were 
still proceeding towards New-Chwang, 
which had not been occupied July 15. Gen. 
Kuroki is reported to have reached the 
village of Tazchakehe, 40 miles saast of 
Ldiao-Yang, on the Feng-Wang-Cheng high 
road. 

The main body of Gen. Oku's force, seems 
to be swinging around the Russian. left, 
after having combined with Gen. Nodzu’'s 
army. The Japanese are also moving up 
the coast on the Russian right. An artil- 
lory reconnaissance has showed the country 
directly south to be clear of the enemy.

voyed by torpedo boats, going in the direc- 
tion of the port of New-Chwang. 

Near Harbin, 100 Chinese bandits recently 
attacked a Russian mi'i.ary train.

ALEXIEFF REPORTS RUSSIAN 
VICTORY NUAR PORT ARTHUR 


ST PETERSBURG, July 16.—TIn the 
fighting July 3 and July 4 for the pos- 
session of the positions at Lunsantan, 
Outside of Port Arthur, Viceroy Alex- 
lef! reports that the Japanese were re- 
pulsed with the ald of the protected 
cruleer Novik and a number of gun- 
boats and torpedo boats.

“According to reports received from 
Port Arthur, dated July 6, an engage- 
ment occurred July 38 and July 4 on the 
right flank of our line of defense for 
the possession of the positions of Lun- 
Santan.

Novik, with 
gunboats and torpedo, boats, put out to 
Sea and bombar« the enemy, thus 
contributing to our general success 
Our losses for the two days’ fighting 
were: Killed—-Capt. Ghatenko of the 
Thirteenth regiment and Lieut. Livotoff 
of the Twenty-seventh regiment; 
wounded—Capt. Miroschnikoff of the 
Thirteenth regiment, LIdéeut. Olschinev- 
sky of the Fourteenth regiment, Sub- 
lieutenant Demianoff of the Fifteenth 
regiment, and Prince Gantimourof,, 
aide-de-camp of Gen. Stoeéssel, danger- 
ously wounded. Thirty-five of our sol- 
diers were killed and 247 wére wound- 
ed. Col. Reuss, who acted as chief cf 
staff of Gen. Stoessel, was bruised. The 
Japanese losses for the two days, ac- 
cording to Chinese reports, were 2000 
men,

THE FAIR MAY REFUSE TO 
ACCEPT THE RESIGNATION 


Offer to Place the Eighth Illinois Col- 
ored Regiment in a Remote Camp 
Started the Problem Which Now 
Vexes Officials. 


Lieut. C. Sidney Haight of the fourth 
cavalry, military aide to President Francis 
and director of the military camps at the 
Fair, has tendered his resignation to the 
board of directors of the Fair upon the sug- 
gestion, it is said, of the war department, 
which acted after hearing the result of an 
investigation into the negro problem at the 
Exposition. ‘This investigation was ordered 
by President Roosevelt. 

AcUng for the Fair company solely Lieut. 
Hiaight has notified negro militia regiments 
that they would have to occupy separate 
camps when coming to the Fair. The Ex- 
position directors believed that if white and 
negro soldiers were placed in the same dis- 
trict at the Fair, that trouble would re- 
sult. 

There was another consideration, even 
White military organizations 
southern states have notified 
Lieut. Haight that if he intended to allow 
negro soldiers in their camps, that they 
would refuse to participate in the military 
exercises at the Fair. 


Started With the 


Eighth Illinois, 

The resignation of Lieut. Haight is the 
direct resuit of the trouble created by the 
Bighth Illinois, a negro regiment of Chi- 
cago, This regiment was originally assigned 
‘to the regular military camp at the: Fair. 
It was learned later that the Eighth IIli- 
nois was a negro regiment, and Lieut. 
Tlaight was told to write to Col. Marsha'l, 
commander of the regiment, and ask him 
if he would consent to occupy a camp in 
a remote section of the grounds, 

Col. Marshall became indignant and noti- 
fied Lieut. Haight that his regiment had 


abandoned its plan to visit the Fair. 

Friends of the negro regiment called 
President Roosevelt's attention to the mat- 
ter. The President notified former Senator 
Thomas H,. Carter, president of,the na- 
tional commission, to make an invéstiga- 
Senator Carter submitted the matte! 
to Gen. Bates, who ruled, it is said, that 
army regulations should not be discrimi- 


nated against.

Secretary Stevens stated yesterday that 
Lieut. Haight’s resignation had not been 
acted upon by the Fair board. If the 
resignation is rejected—and the Fair direc- 
tors can reject it if they wish te—Licut. 
Haight will be sustained in his action. If 
the resignation is accepted, it will bea 
victory for Roosévelt. 

The management of the Fair is radically 
opposed to placing negro soldiers in tho 
same camp with white soldiers. White 
soldiers object to it, Dut it is argued that 
even if the soldiers were willing to remain 
in the same camp with the negroes, seri- 
ous altereations might result. 

In the' regular army negro soldiers are 
never barred from a camp occupied by 
white soldiers. In the hy Som army, how- 
ever, soldiers work unde the strictest 
Giscipline. Militiamen who come to the 
Fair are bent on having a good time and 
little restraint is placed upon them. This 
freedom, it is -said, makes the mixing of 
the black men distasteful and dangerous. 


Friends Claim 


He’s Scapegoat. _ 
Friends of Lieut. Haight ¢laim that 


he is being made a scapegoat as a means 


of giving Roosevelt an opportunity to 
make a “grand stand” play un the race 
question. Lieut. Haight, while a mem- 
ber of the army, is, in hic capacity of 
aide to President Francis, a servant of 
the Fair company. Every action that 
he has taken has been by order or sanc- 
tion of the Exposition company. 

As yet not a single negro military or- 
anization has visited the Fair. While 
resident Franeis nor any other r:ein- 
ber of the Fair directorate will make a 
statement, it is known that the [Fair 
management would he pleased if ali the 
negro regiments would follow the lead 
taken by the Eighth Illinois.

LIVERY WAGONS 


Restaurant Men and Concessionaires 
Will Be Taxed Fifty Cents an 
Hour for. Innovation. 


The new rules promulgated by Director 
of Works Isaac Taylor compel the em- 
ployment of a pilot on every delivery wag- 
on entering the Fair grounds. 

The pilot is supplied by the Genera! 
Bervice Co. and the charge is WO cents 
an hour for each wagon. Restaurant and 
other concessionaires complain that the 
pliot charge is working a hardship upon 
them, for supply companies, they claim, 
are adding the cost to the price of goods 
purchased. | 

One packing company sends six wagons 
to the Fair every night, and these wag- 
ons are kept within the grounds until 8 
e’clock the following morning. Delivery 
Wagons are not permitted in the grounds 
unt after 11 p. m.. and they must be on 
the outside not later than 9% o'clock the 
following morning. 

Mr. Taylor says that {ft is absolutely nec- 
essary that piicts be used on wagons en- 
tering the Fair. ‘“The men in charge of 
these wagons,’ said Mr. Taylor, “are not 
acquainted with the grounds, and they are 
liable to do great damage to property. 
There have been instances of drivers tak- 
mg their teams over lawns and through 

vate propert) There is only one way 
% reve ween thie condition, and that is to 
have sp Sitot accompany.them. Fifty cenis 
m seem high, but the pilots 
can't De. employed constantly and the Gen- 
eral Service Co. must make a charge that 
Will cover the expense of employing men 
for this duty.’

They say that the 
noi@e of the wagons frequently keeps them 
awake for half the night. The groce> 
the butcher, the milk man and the baker 
traverse the grounds at all hours of the 
night and ke life miserable for the 
state commissioners and hostesses, whu, 
after the strenuous hours of the day, try 
awfully hard/to sleep.

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WILL THE LEADER LEAD? 
From the Daily Post-Dispatch. 

Is: the contest over the boodle issue at the Democratic 
contention at Jefferson City next week to be a sham battle? 

The Republic, the local Democratic organ, which has been 
favorable to Mr. Folk’s candidacy and his cause, indicates 
that it will be.

A room may be divided between 
two families, lodgers may be taken in; or a bed 
may be leased or divided between a man who 
works by day and one who works by night.

Not seldom it has happened that working 
men, holding jobs and with money in their pock- 
ets, has actually been unable to secure any sort 
of rooms for their families, and have been 
obliged to apply to the workhouses. Even rooms 
which are secured after much effort are unworthy 
of the name. Damp, grimy cellars, reeking with 
an accumulation of filth; dirty, tumble-down 


the poor of the metropolis. Laws. have been 
passed requiring better, safer and. more perma- 
nent dwelling places and insisting upon tmproved 
sanitary conditions generally. The railroads have 
been compelled to min a number of working men’s 
trains at reduced fares, so as to permit the wage 
earner to live at a distance: but the service of 
many of the lines still leaves much to be wished 
for. The real underlying cause of the fearful con- 
gestion of many London districts is the lack of a 
complete system of cheap and rapid transporta- 
tion. The omnibuses and tramways are very 
slow and do not provide anything like the facill- 
ties offered by American electric railways. There 
are several underground railways which take the 
people out, and the service of the Great Eastern

THINKS HE’S JUST THE MAN 


If This Isn’t Done, He Declares France 
Will Have tto Land 10,000 Sol- 
diers to Keep Order. 


LAST WEEK: GOOD AT NIGHT 


‘ 
The Heat Somewhat Interfered in 
Daytime—Big Attractions 

This Week. 


The heat of last week interfered with 


PARIS, July. 16—Ion Perdicaris arrived 
here today from Tangier on an important 
mission which will occupy the next two 
weeks. He called at the American embassy, 
lengthily conferred with Ambassador Por- 
ter and also arranged for a meeting with 
Foreign Minister Delcasse early next weck. 
Mr. Perdicaris intends to strongly urge on 
the government officials and parliamentary 
leaders the necessity for the adoption <f a 
forcible policy towards Morocco as the only 
means of averting disaster. 

He shows no /I]] effects from his captivity, 
but says Mrs. Perdicaris, who accompanied 
him here, suffered severely from being 
thrown down a flight of stone steps by 
Raisulf’s men. M. Perdicaris does not in- 
tend to make a claim for indemnity, as he 
considers his case closed, and is now de- 
voting his attention to the broader phases 
of the serious situation in Morocco. 

In the course of an interview Mr. Per- 


dicaria said: 

‘The situation at Tangier has become 
desperate. Strong measures are requisite 
to avokl serious consequences. France's 
policy of pacific penetration promises to 
be entirely inadequate to meet the danger. 
The present plan of sending 40 French Al- 
gerian officers.-to Tangier as a means for 
stiffening the police there is likely to bring 
on the very e¢atastrophe France seeks to 
avoid. Yt will excite intense animosity and 


if an outbreak occurs these @ officers 
would be useless to maintain order. If. 
however, a large force, say of 10 #0 men, Is 
landed, it would end all turbulence and give 
a lasting object lesson of French power. 
Nothing short of some such decisive action 
will suffice to meet the situation, It might 
involve a skirmish and possibly some 
bloodshed, but it would be insignificant 
compared with the grave menace of an ex- 
tensive uprising and possible massacre 
through a policy of excessive mildness. 
Mr. Perdicaris says he fully recognizes 
the difficulties in the way of France adopt- 
ing force, owing to parliaméntary opposi- 
tion and political complications in Spain 
and Morocco. Therefore he is prepared to 
propose aN alternative measure. This Is 
not ee short of giving Raisuli authority to 
deal with the situation in and around Tan- 
gier. 
“f know this will excite surprfse,”’ sald 
Mr. Perdicaris. ‘‘as the public have the 
idea‘that Raisuli is & common robber. This 


is eniirely .erroncous. I consiger Raisuli 
to be the strongest man now available to 
deal with the turbulent conditions. While 
it would be an experiment, yet I am con- 
vinced that it would be better to try the 
experiment then to allow the situation to 
drift into complete anarchy. Raisuli says 
he can maintain order, and I believe in giv- 
ing bim a trial. This cen be done by the 
foréign representatives joining with France 
in upholding Raisuli’s authority. 

“Efe is a man of large stature and of com- 
manding appearance. His dark, heivily- 
bearded face usnvally has an expression of 
sternness. but it Hghts up when he spéaks. 
He wears a white turban and flowing. white 
and blue robes. which constitute the garb 
of a Moorish gentleman As distinguished 
from the rough cosutme of the mountain- 
eors. TI believe him to be seriously sincere, 
His taking me prisoner was part of a po- 
litical movement, and the demand for &a 
ransom was due to revenge for a series of 
persecutions against himself and family.

Apparently as a result of 
what happened, one of the pumps was shut off 
by orders from the director of works, and from 
that day to this two of these great centrifugal 
pumps have always been idle. 

The statement is now made by the Exposition 
company that there is no intention of working 
three or even two of these pumps together at any 
time during the Exposition, and that nobody will 
ever see more than 35,000 gallons of water per

simultaneously during the World's Fair and that 
the Cascades at all times should represent approx. 
imately a quantity of water of 106,000 gallons 
per minute. 

The sudden change of policy in regard to the 
Cascades is believed to have resulted from what 
happened when two of the pumps were put into 
operation together. At that time—more than 
two months ago—people standing in the neigh- 
borhood of the Cascades suddenly felt the ground 
begin to tremble and quake. Many were seized 
with fear lest the whole structure should ¢ol- 
lapse. If this was caused by 70,000 gallons per 
minute, many people asked what would happen 
if the other pump had been turned on and the 
quantity had heen increased to 105,000 gallons 
per minute? People who stood at the foot of 


less, with only one pump working. 

It is explained that there are 14 successive 
fountain pans in the Cascades. When these 
are full of water they support a dead weight of 
350.000 gallons, or more water than the three 
pumps working simultaneously could deliver in 
three minutes. Until the 14 pans are full no 
water will flow into the lagoon. A Quantity of 
water amounting to 350,000 gallons has a dead 
weight of about 3,000,000 pounds, or 1500 tons. 
In addition ‘to this the Cascades must also sup- 
port at all times the additional weight of the 
water flowing down. This, under the original 
plans, would have been 105,000 gallons per min- 
ute afd is now 35,000 gallons per minute. Even 
as it is, it imposes an enormpus weight upon 
the strueture.. Under these 14 pans, it is ex- 
plained, there is a vast skeleton of trusswork 
which supports the Cascade structure, instead of 
the solid hillside, as many suppose. Piles 60 
feet long were driven into the earth far below the 
surface of the 88 feet of falls. The weight of the 
structure, of the water in the pans, of the people 
on the Cascades and of the water flowing down, 
all fails upen these tiles. 

At present the quantity of water pouring over 
the Cascades is as much as any man could reas- 
While it is not as large as 
matfiy natural waterfalls, it nevertheless reaches 
respectable proportions when compared ‘with 
many catracts. The center Cascade carries, it is 
estimated, 70 per cent of the water.

POWER OF DYNAMITE 


Te INTERESTING exhibits of the 


force of dynamite are shown in the 
museum of the Stevens Inatitute of 
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Fechnology in Hoboken. They are steel 
Olocks six inches in diameter and four inch- 
es thick, showing respectively the impres- 
sion of an oak leaf and the tmprint of the 
headline of a western newspaper. 

It was during a test of high explosives 
that a cartridge of dynamite was placed on 


a newspaper covering the block of steel, 
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the object being to see how much dyna- 
mite would be required to split the metal. 
The dynamite was fired without injury to 
the steel; but to the surprise of the expert- 
menter the print of the newspaper wes. 
deeply pressed into the metal 

The experiment was repeated, with on: 
same result, and then was elaborated by 
trying the charge on an oak leaf 
between the block and the dynamite. This 
time the stem anf the ribs of the leaf 
were deeply impressed in the metal, 

“What happens is this.” said the expere 
in charge. “Uniike most other explosives, 
dynamite exerts practically ali its 
force downward, and not in a

HE Sisterhood of States, 
whose beautiful build- 
ings constitute one of 
the most attractive 
features of the 
World’s Fair, is in a 
turmoil of family 

troubles. Their woes are due to feminine 
rivalries engendered at the World’s Fair 
by the hostess problem. It is a case 
where the distinction of representing 
one’s commonwealth in dispensing hos- 
pitality has created so ardent an ambi- 
tion in Svoman’s soul as to lead to all 
sorts of social bickerings and antag- 
onisms. And, as usual, man is expected 
to step into the breach and settle matters 
by the exercise of his superior wisdom. 

It is a Yask ealling for diplomacy of 
the highest order. 

For in many state buildings the con- 
fliet between. aspirants for the honor of 
socially typifying the gentler graces of 
the states in the reception and entertain- 
ment of visitors has reached a point 
where anything like an amicable adjust- 
seems impossible. Prominent 
women, each of whom feels that she is 
-pre-eminently equipped for the office of 
state are arrayed against one 
angther-in their respective contests with 
n determination for victory or revenge

The battle rages all along the line, al- 
most without a break in the roll call of 
states.. It is being waged under widely 
Varying conditions, and for many differ- 
ent causes, all having the same general 
foundation. ° Where only one hostess has 
been Appointed, where two or more have 
appointments have 


been chosen. where n 


been or will be maae. where selections 
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*thostesses’ war’’ at the World’s Fair. 
The outlook is that, in many instances, 
the war will continue straight through 
the World’s Fair period. In more than 
one case its after-effects will be felt in 


state politics. 


state commissions have resigned their po- 

sitions because drawn into the “hostesses’ 
war” by their wives. A social tempest in a 
teapot is brewing in one building, and in still 
another the dignified commissioners are only 
staving off the inevitable, which they realize must 
come to pass when’ they face the task of selecting 
hostesses for the later months of the Fair. 

Other states fought out the battle in the ap- 
pointment of the hostess before the Exposition, 
whfle others more heroic still, warned by their 
experiences at Chicago and Buffalo, or by the 
woes of other states which they saw in the strug- 
gle of preparation for the present Fair, nipped the 
threatened evil in the bud by doing away with 
the hostess altogether. 

The hostess problem is not new to state repre- 
sentatives at Expositions. Chicago, as veterans 
of 1903 recall, was rent asunder by the quarrels 
among women representztives of states. Jeal- 
ousies were intense and feelings were bitterly ex- 
pressed. The climax of one of the bitterest of 
these affairs was reached in the Louisiana build- 
ing' at the Columbian Exposition, when Gov. 
Foster was called to Chicago to preserve peace 
and, with the commission, was almost. thrown 
out bodily by the fair representatives of Louis- 
iana, who continued to hold the fort. 

Would Louisiana have more of this sort of 
thing at St. Louis? “Not much!” cried the com- 
mission in fervent unison, and Louisiana’s build- 

“We have absolutely no room for a hostess,” 
There the hospitable host, Dr. Stubbs, has anoth- 
er explanation, but the Chicago experience is 
painfully fresh in the minds of others. 

“eW have absolutely no room for a hostess,” 
he explains, “for the reason that our building is 
a replica of the famous old Cabildo in which the 
Louisiana purchase transfert took place. It is a 
mere courthouse, and there is no place for receiv- 
ing or entertaining of any kind, ap what could we 
do? How could we have a hostess? We*have a 
capable colored girl, Elle, here. She served Mics 
Alice Roosevelt with coffee upon the visit of the 
President’s daughter to New Orleans recently, 
and is making the finest coffee to & found on 
the grounds. »She looks after our wontén guests 
and no hostess is needed.” 

An opposite extreme to Louisiana is found 
in the case of New Mexico. With all the diplom- 
acy agd gallantry they can command, the New 
Mexico commission of seven brave men stand face 
to face with what they acknowledge to be the 
most delicate proposition of their World’s Fair 
experience. They have a hostess to depose, yet 
not to offend, for to offend her might cause the 
most serious split in the commission itself. Yet 
they feel in duty bound to other ladies of New 
Mexico, and there’s the rub. Mrs. Sallie Hume 
Douglas of Las Vegas was appointed by Presi- 
dent Charles A. Spiess of the New Mexico com- 
mission, “to have charge” of the state building 
at the Fair, it is explained. Upon arriving at the 
Fair she announced herself as hostess. In defer- 
ence to President Spiess the other members of 
the commission decided to allow this condition 
of affairs to stand till August. Then, however, 
they wish to confer equal honor on Mrs. Otero,

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gino, last January, Mrs. Floyd Walton of Green- 
ville arrived at the Mississippi building early in 
May, expecting to take up her residence there, 
only to be met by Mrs. R. H. Henry, wife of the 
executive commissioner, who had been acting as 
a hostess ex-officio as the commissioner’s wife, 
and who informed Mrs. Walton that the build- 
ing was not yet open. Mrs. Walton was informed 
that the living rooms were being occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry and that there was no room 
for her, except possibly one room, if the com- 
mission saw fit. She was indignant and refused 
the one room. She wanted two, and she wanted 
to be hostess. She remained away from the 
formal opening of the building May 19, and Mrs. 
Henry officiated in that capacity then and for 
some time afterward. 

Mrs. Walton remained at a hotel outside the 
grounds till the matter got to the ears of Gov. 
Vardaman and the Mississippi World’s Fair com- 
mission at Jackson. The commission called a 
special meeting and passed resolutions declaring 
that whereas a quarrel was in progress over sup- 
posed rights which neither Mrs. Walton nor 
Mr. Henry possessed, neither should be allowed 
to live in the building, and notice was served on 
both to that effect. 

A committee composed of Gov. Vardaman, Dr. 
O. B. Quin and V. P. Still was appointed to visit 
St. Louis and adjust the difficulty. After the 
governor had been called to St. Louis as peace 
maker Mrs. Walton returned to Beauvoir as 
hostess, with the understanding that neither she 
rior Mr. and Mrs. Henry should live there. Mir. 
Henry’s secretary was assigned sleeping quarters 
in the building by the governor, but before long 
the secretary was ousted and Mr. Henry himself 
had taken up: his abode there again, according 
to the statement of Mrs. Walton. Mrs Walton 
is stiJl performing her duties as hostess. 

California had its troubles at Chicago and 
sought to remedy all by a change of policy at 
St. Louis, but the commission reckoned without 
its hostesses. E. B. Willis of Sacramento, secre- 
tary of the California commission, recently sub- 
mitted his resignation, to take effect July 11, 
and the official reason given was that “he had 
no time to see the Fair.” 

About the Plateau of States, however, a differ- 
ent story is heard. This says that trouble arose 
between the wives of two of the state officials 
who were connected ‘with the building. To avoid 
trouble the commission had appointed but two 
hostesses, instead of a state board of lady man- 
agers as at Chicago. The mistake of housing 17 
people in the building was made, however, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Wiggins, who declares 
that such a condition should never have existed. 
Not only Mrs. Wiggins and Mrs. Filcher act as 
hostesses, but Mrs. Willis and the wife of Gov. 
Pardee, while on a recent visit, and the wives 
of county commissioners throughout the state ex- 
hibits ‘at the Fair, assisted in doing the social 
honors. The resignation of Secretary Willis is 
said to have resulted from jealousies thus en 
gendered. 

Though complacency marks the surface of 
things at the Indiana state building, a storm is 
sail by knowing ones to be threatening. The 
wives of the 15 commissioners act as hostesses, 
two weeks each in pairs, but friends of Mrs. May 
M. Dunn, librarian, insist that by understanding 
and qualification she is the real hostess, and re- 
sent the presence of the periodical hostesses as 
an imposition 

Ohio is among the states whose commissioners 
dreaded the fire through .which they had seen 
others pass. When the appointment first came 
up the rivalry became so hot that the matter 
was dropped, and to avoid arousing the ire of 
many women by choosing one, the commission 
decided that Ohio should have no. hostess. 

“We're better off without any hostess, any- 
how.” declared President W. F. Burdell of Co- 
lumbus. “I thank heaven we are rid of the 
troubles some of our neighbor states are strug- 
gling with.” 

“It was really to avoid a ceaseless fuss and 
jangling,” stated Custodian G. F. Mitchell of 
Marietta. 

“Il am thankful that this is a United States 
government affair; and that the United States 
don’t stand for hostesses,” stated Frank ©. Hub- 
bard, the bachelor commiasioner in charge of the 
Indian Territory building. “We have no need of 
a hostess here.” 

Pennsylvania, with practically two hostesses, 
has no person bearing that official title. Miss 
Alexander, the matron, and a large number ot 
others connected with the building, were disap- 
pointed in their expectation of accommodations in 
the Keystone state living rooms, but to still the 
demand the commissioners voted to permit only 
Supt. Garvin and wife that privilege, and Mra 
Garvin is generally recognized as hostess. 

Massachusetts was anothe state too wise to 
be drawn into the hoste.e« dimculty. The two 
women commiss#mers from that state, Mrs. May 
Alden Ward and Mrs. Sarah.C. Sears, settled that 
question and there will be no Massachusetts 
hostess except when they are at the Fair during 
the later monthea.

Retrothed Tagalogs go to the priest and an- 
nounce their wish to be married by kissing his 
hand. 

On leaving the church a newly married Taga- 
log couple are presented with a bowl of coin, 
of which the bridegroom passes a handful to the 
bride, who returns it to the bowl. This signifies 
that he has given her his earthly possessions. 

Their wedding feasts are called catapusans, 
Sweetmeats predominate, and there is plenty of 
imported beer, Dutch gin and thocolate. Betel 
nut, cigars and cigarettes are. passed around 
and native dancers and singers furnish enter- 
tainment. 

In one of their native dances known as the 
“comitan,” a young girl writhes around with a 
glass filled with water on her. head. 

Their married couples live with the parents 
of one or the other until the family becomes in- 
conveniently large. 

Pork is their chief flesh food. They roast a piz 
whole on a spit over the fire. 

Their children go naked. 

Their beds are mats of woven straw, 
sheets or covers. 

They are very affectionate toward their chi!- 
dren.

Mre. Augusta E. Stetson, through whose 
energetic efforts $1,200,000 was collected witn 
which to build the new First Christian Sci- 
e.ce Church of New York city, says of 
Mrs. Eddy'’s new by-law and the reasons 
for it: 

“Most of the evils in modern life, includ- 
ing divorce, intemperance, 58 lack 
of chastity, indifference to church attend- 
ance and to religious ties are the direct re- 
sult of the weakening of the home in- 
fluence.

Qa. Where do you livet 
North Brother Island. 

Q@. You were sick there at one time, were you not?
